RELATING TO HIGHER EDUCATION; AMENDING SECTION 33-3101, IDAHO CODE, TO RE-2

VISE PROVISIONS REGARDING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF LEWIS-CLARK STATE COL-3
LEGE.4

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:5

SECTION 1. That Section 33-3101, Idaho Code, be, and the same is hereby6
amended to read as follows:7

33-3101. ESTABLISHMENT OF SCHOOL. An institute of higher education8
for the state of Idaho is hereby established in the city of Lewiston, in the9
county of Nez Perce, to be called the Lewis-Clark State College, heretofore10
called the Lewis-Clark Normal School, the purposes of which shall be the of-11
fering and the giving of instruction in four (4) year college courses in the12
sciences, arts and literature, professional, technical, and such courses13
or programs of higher education as are usually included in liberal arts col-14
leges and universities leading to the granting of the degree of Bachelor,15
upon completion of such courses or programs appropriate collegiate degrees16
as have been approved by the state board of education.17

The board of trustees may also establish educational, profes-18
sional-technical and other courses or programs of less than four (4) years,19
as it may deem necessary, and such courses or programs may be given or con-20
ducted on or off campus, or in night school, summer schools, or by extension21
courses.22
